3. The above changes have been made in order to reflect the amendments made 
by applicant, but which were illegible after printing of the facsimile machine and to 
reflect the divisional status of the application in the first line of the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 9 is the limitation of the printer 
comprising first electronic components physically positioned adjacent to an access area 
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of a set-top box and configured to mate with second internal electronic components of 
the set-top box, the first and second internal electronic components are electrically 
shared and physically integrated with each other without a cable connection, and a 
printhead that scans and prints on the media sheets, in combination with the other 
claimed structure. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 15 is the limitation of physically 
positioning first internal electronic components of a printer adjacent to an access area of 
a set-top box, mating together the first internal electronic components of the printer and 
second internal components of the set-top box via the access area, the first and second 
internal electronic components being electrically shared and physically integrated with 
each other without a cable connection, and scanning the printhead on the media sheet, 
in combination with the other claimed steps. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 20 is the limitation of a printer 
comprising first internal electronic components physically positioned adjacent to an 
access area of a set-top box and configured to mate with second internal electronic 
components of the set top box, the printer and set-top box electrically sharing without a 
cable connection the first and second internal electronic components which are 
physically integrated with each other, and a printhead for scanning and printing, in 
combination with the other claimed structure.
